She attended Temple for 
a semester, where site re­ 
ceived a B In English, but 
"did not do well in the his­ 
tory," and then she felt it 
was time to move on.

She "decided to go to Tex­ 
as   to Wichita Falls. No, 
not because she knew some­ 
one there, but simply be­ 
cause she thought she ought 
to see some of Texas!
